Tf we could quicken 
ard inerease apprectation of this resnonsi- 
bilitv and everv citizen was made to feel 
its weight and importance. it would go far 
nei improving our political and nation- 
al life.

BACK UP DEMAND 


Hayti and Germany May Soon Be 
Exchanging Shots. 


REPUBLIC ASKED FOR MONEY 


One of Emperor William’s Subjects 
Was Thrown in Jail. 


AFTER HIS RELEASE INDEMNITY WAS ASKED 


Count Schwérin Hauls Down His Flag 
and Calls on His Government for 
Three Gunboats. 


Port au Prince, Hayti, October 21.—Seri- 
ous trouble has arisen between Hayti and 
Germany. 

The German minister to this republic, 
Count Schwerin, has hauled down his flag, 
and, according to current report, three Ger- 
man warships are expected here to beck 
up what the ultimatum of that minister 
to Hayti, demanding an indemnity for the 
alleged illegal tmprisonment of a German 
citizen. 

The affair has caused considerable ex- 
citement among the native population, and 
some of the people have threatened to 
kill the German minister and all the Ger- 
mans in this place. 

The affar grew out of the arrest here 
a few weeks ago of a young German n2m- 
ed Linders. The Germans say that a dozen 
policemen entered Linders’ house and ar- 
rested ome of his servants. Linders went 
to central police hadquarters to complain 
egainst this action of the police, but was 
himself arrested, charged with assaulting 
and attempting to murder police officers 
in the execution of their duty. 

After two trials L'nders was fined $500 
and condemned to imprisonement for one 
year, though the Germans claim there was 
no evidence against him. 

On October li7th the German minister 
went to the president of Hayti, Augustin 
Simon Sam, and demanded in the name 
of the German emperor that Linders be 
set at liberty, and also demanded for the 
twenty-three days he had spent in prison 
an indemnity of $1,000 in gold, adding that 
for every day Linders was kept a prisoner 
after that afternoon he (the German min- 
ister) would demand an indemnity of $5,000 
in gold. 

At first the Haytian president refusta 
to grant the German minister’s demand, 
ard Linders remained six days longer in 
prison. The German minister then notifiea 
the Haytian government that he had brok- 
en off all diplomatic relations with the 
Haytian government. 

This caused great excitement here, and 
disturbances would have occurred had they 
not been averted by sending Linders, who 
was threatened with lynching, on boara 
a steamer bound for New York. It ts saia 
that the German min’ster, on the arriva: 
of the warships, will insist upon the pay- 
ment of the indemnity.

J. M. Hughs, brother-in-jaw to the par- 
ties, testified, or made affidavit, that he 
assisted Mr. Helton in digging up this pot 
of gold and putting it in another burial 
place.

Jarring of the Cars Caused the Dirt 
To Break an: Fall Upon 
Them. 


Augusta, Ga., October 30.—(Special.)—The 
most serious disaster that has occurred in 
Augusta in years, in point of loss of life, 
occurred today. 

A deep and narrow ditch is being dug 
at the foot of the Sand Hills for the pur- 
pose of laying a sewer in connection with 
the new Summerville waterworks. The 
accident happened just at the foot of the 
Sand Hills and as a result three men were 
killed and two others wounded. 

The killed and wounded are all colored 
and all came from South Carolina, and all 
are strangers. No one knows them, and 
the timekeepers under whose employ they 
worked only had them numbered. 

The killed are: 

MAJOR HICKS, 

DAVE TENNILLE. 

ONE whose name could not be learned. 

The wounded are: Jim Griffin, of Butlers, 
Ss. C., and John Mason. Mason, who was 
not so badly hurt, came into town On an 
electric car and the hospital ambulance 
was summoned and took Griffin to the La- 
mar hospital.

Mrs. Mitchell’s Interesting Letter. 

Mrs. Mitchell writes as follows: 

“T] write this in justice to my poor mur- 
dered daughter that was so maliciously 
slandered by The Looking Glass on the 
2d of this month. She was married to L. 
P. Hanvey when she was sixteen years 


old. 

“fl will make a statement concerning 
their married life. He never provided for 
her or their children. Occasionally he 
would get a situation and work yer n 
then go on a drinking spree and quit 
when working if he had more than sup- 
plied his own needs he would share with 
nis family, but he was so utterly seifish he 
scarcely ever had any to spare. Her father 
gave her a nice building lot when they 
were first married; he sold it and soon 
squandered the money, and that is the way 
everything went that was given them. He 
at one tume took all the furniture out of 
her rooms and carried it off and sold it, 
leaving the mattress on the floor to sleep 
on. During this time he lived either with 
us or his own people, as he was at no 
time capable of taking care of his family. 
Once he rented a room and went to house- 
keeping. I heard their child was sick and 
went to see her, found them destitute of 
both fuel and provisions and it was very 
cold weather. I supplied them with both 
and as soon as the child was better had 
them moved back to my house. 


Hanvey’s Trip to Louisville. 


“After this his father and him went to 
Louisville, later his mother, wife and chil- 
dren went; he had a good situation there 
and stayed for quite a while, made a good 
salary and did well. Finally he got on one 
of his protracted ‘@drunks and lost that 
place; then he was destitute again. He 
wrote to her brothers for money; they 
would not send it to him, but sent it to 
their sister, then they came back to At- 
lanta, Her brothers got him a situation in 
the Central depot on the Ist of July and 
they lived with us. When Christmas came 
he got drunk and quit that place. He 
came home drunk one afternoon during 
Christmas week; his wife went to the din- 
ing room to give him his dinner. I heard 
a strange noise and ran down to see what 
it meant, as I went in the door I heard 
the servant say ‘Oh! doctor, don’t.” When 
} reached her he had aimost choked her 
to death. I think he might have killed her 
then if [I had not reached her in time. 

“I made him leave the room. Then he 
went upstairs to their room and took 
everything that he could find, all the pres- 
ents that had been given me during the 
Christmas, and burned them up. Then he 
left the house, but came back later on in 
the evening.

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GUARD SLUDER 
CHISHOLM’S AID 


Noted Convict SecurestHelp in Starting 
Counterfeit Factory. 


HE MAKES BAD COIN IN PRISON 


To Dispose of Money. 


The Bold Plot of Chisholm and Sluder 
Is Revealed in Court.and the 
Latter Must Suffer. 


Counterfeiting in the penitentiary is the 
latest occupation of that prince of counter- 
feiters, Charley Chisholm, the notorious 
lawbreaker, burglar and criminal. Under 
the very eyes of the officials of a peniten- 
tiary camp, while a prisoner supposed to be 
under close guard, Chisholm Yas just suc- 
ceeded in bringing himself before the public 
again by turning out spurious coin made 
in one of the largest convict camps in the 
state. 

And this time Chisholm appears to have 
had the aid and confidence of an officer of | 
the penitentiary, an employee of the state, 
paid to guard the state’s criminals, in his 
nefarious and bold work in making counter- 
feit money. Securing an apparatus through 
the aid of this guard, it is charged, Chis- 
holm went diligently to work in the Chat- 
tahoochee camp, near Atlanta, and had 
just prepared himself to turn out spurious 
coin by the wholesale, when by that same 
streak of ill luck which has always turned 
him over to the law his plans were exposed 
and his coin factory destroyed. 

Yesterday in the United States commis- 
sioner’s court, presided over by Judge Col- 
quitt, S. B. Sluder, an ex-convict, sent up 
for burglary and pardoned by the governor, 
who has been employed as night guard at 
the Chattahoochee camps, was arraigned 
for complicity in the counterfeit money in- 
dustry started by Chisholm and for at- 
tempting to pass counterfeit money. The 
evidence against the guard seemed to the 
court to be convincing and Sluder was re- 
manded to jail in default of bond in the 
sum of $3,000. 


Bad Money Don’t Go on Decatur. 


The arrest of Sluder on Decatur street 
Friday was told of in The Constitution yes- 
terday. His connection with the work of 
Chishoim was brought out in court yester- 
day, when the evidence showed that Chis- 
holm and Sluder had entered into an agree- 
ment to make and pass counterfeit money 
for their profit and equal remuneration. 
Chisholm was to make the money and Slu- 
der was to-pass it. Chisholm carried out 
his part of the contract and Sluder at- 
tempted to perform his part in the scheme, 
but he began operations on the wrong thor- 
oughfare—Decatur street, that cosmopoli- 
tan avenue, the denizens of which know 
good coin of the realm and bad coin when- 
ever they see it. Sluder was quickly nab- 
bed and sent to jail for his effort and now 
he is languishing behind the bars on a se- 
rious charge, one which may 6eend him to 
the Columbus, Ohio, penitentiary. 

Sluder and an old man named Bartlett 
entered Fleming’s restaurant and ordered 
soup. The old man had been drinking and 
it is charged that Sluder gave him two 
counterfeit nickels to pay for the soup— 
coin made by Chisholm and turned over to 
the guard to be disposed of. Fleming quick- 
ly detected that the coins were spurious, 
examining them as all Decatur street busi- 
ness men examine coins—closely and scien- 
tifically—and he handed the money back 
to the old man, at the same time calling a 
policeman, Officer Dobbins, and causing 
the arrest of the two men. The old man 
denied knowledge of the spurious rature 
of the money and he yesterday succeeded 
in satifying Judge Colquitt that he had 
nothing to do with the counterfeiting 
scheme and was given his liberty. 

Sluder Said Plaster Was Sugar. 

When searched a letter was found in the 
pocket of Sluder, which is alleged to have 
been written by Chisholm from within the 
convict camp and which tells of the plot to 
promote the counterfeit factory. Chisholm 
told Sluder what kind of material to get 
and send to him, with which he could make 
the money, and he referred to a gack of 
plaster of paris, which he said Sluder had 
already given nim with which to make the 
cOin molds. It was brought out that Sluder 
carried this sack of plaster of paris into 
the penitentiary for Chisholm by stating 
that it was sugar. Chisholm warned Sluder 
to be careful of Casey, the general superin- 
tendent at the camp, who he said was 
watching them. 

Captain Casey told of the investigations 
made by him at the camp and his effort 
to fasten the crime of counterfeiting on 
Chisholm and Sluder several weeks ago. 
He said he had reason to suspect that the 
two men and one Ross had formed a plot 
to make bad money and he had accused 
Sluder of the intention. Sluder had vigor- 
ously denied the charge and was let off 
with a warning that if he had entered into 
an agreement with Chisholm he would be 
detected and punished. He promised to get 
hold of some of the money Chisholm was 
supposed to be making and give it to Casey, 
but instea@ had left the camp and tried to 
get rid of the coin in the city, breaking 
faith with Captain Casey, so the latter 
says. 

Captain Casey says Chisholm has only 
made a few nickels and that Sluder was 
undoubtedly in league with the notorious 
criminal and counterfeiter. The tell-tale 
letter in an important link of evidence 
against the men and although it was not 
signed, Captain Casey took oath that it was 
written by Chisholm. 

The plaster of paris molds taken from 
Chisholm in his cell yesterday morning 
were presented in court and used as evi- 
dence in the case. Chisholm is said to 
have confessed and implicated Sluder in the 
crime. 

Lawbreaker Hired To Guard Others. 

Sludér seems to have had quite a reputa- 
tion as a Jawbreaker prior to the time 
of his employment in the responsible posi- 
tion of guard of lawbreakers. Released 
from the penitentiary, he was put to work 
there to,guard his fellow creatures of a 
short time before. Now, it seems, he will 
be sent back to the prison from which 
he walked forth a free man, to the credit 
of Governor Atkinson. 

Sluder was sent up from Cobb county 
two or three years ago. He was wonvicted 
of breaking into and burglarizing a store 
in that city and of stealing a bull the same 
night. 
Sluder declined to make a statement in 
court. He said he would not @iscuss the 
case at this time. He could not give bond 
and was returned to jail to await trial in 
the United States district court. 
Chisholm Will Escape Trial. 
Chisholm will probably not be prose- 
euted for his crime committed In the pen- 
itentlary. He is serving a ten-year sen- 
tence for burglary and for that reason he 
will probably escape further pun!shment, 
except that he will now be put at hard 
labor without privileges at the Chatta- 
hoochee camp. 
United States secret service officer, Cap- 
tain J. M. Wright, conducted the prosecu- 
tion of Sluder in court yesterday. Detec- 
tive Dave Looney and Policeman Dobbins 
were on hand to assist In the prosecution.

Football Game Yesterday Wil 
Result in Death of One Player, 


VON GAMMON 1S THE VICTIM 


Is Now in a Dying Condition at Hospital 
with Concussion of Brain, 


DOCTORS SAY HE CANNOT LIVE LONG 


He Sustained an Awful Fall During 
the Game and Never Recoveret 
Consciousness—His Parents 
Are Now at His Bed- 
side. 


The struggle on the gridiron at Brisbine 
park yesterday afternoon between the 
football teams of the Universities of Geor- 
gia and Virginia will result in the death of 
one of the players. 

Richard Ven Gammon, from Romie, Ga., 
one of the best players on the Georgia 
team, lies in a dying condition at the 
Grady hospital 
brain. The attending physicians say it 
At 2:30 o'clock 
this r orning life was slowly ebbing away, 
and ft was thought he could not last until 


daylight. 

The sad accident cast a gloom over the 
entire city last night. This is the first se- 
rious accident that has occurred in a foot- 


with concussion of the 


ball game in Atlanta in many years. The 


Georgia team returned to Athens last night 
with heavy hearts at the thought of the 
loss of one of their comrades. 

Gammon is a member of one of Rome’s 
‘most prominent families. His father was 
‘Notified of the accident late yesterday af- 
ternoon and took the first train for At- 
lanta, arriving about 8 o’clock. Mrs. Gar- 
mon took a later train, arriving about 1 
o’clock this morning. It was a sad scene 
around the bedside of the dying boy. The 
‘accident may seriously affect the future of 
the sport in Georgia. 

It was in the first part of the second 
half when Gammon met with his unfor- 
Just how the young fellow 
‘Was hurt is not known, accounts differing. 
The scrimmage occurred on the left-hand 
side of the field, about the center. Virginia 
had the ball. Nohody knows who of the 
Virginia team held the ball when the teams 
‘Met and the scramble began. 

* Gammon was in the crowd and he made 
a lunge at the player who had the ball. 
He missed his tackle and was thrown vio- 


tunate accident. 


lently to the ground. He fell with a thud, 
and the strong, heavy men tumbled over | 


on top of him. Some say Gammon’s head 
hit his shoe as he almost doubled as he 
Was thrown. Others claim his head struck 
the hard ground. 

The fearful fall stunred Gammon. and he 
‘Vas picked up dazed and half uncenscio 1s. 
He quickly commenced to vernit, and it 
Was seen by those who ran to his assist- 
ance that he was badly hurt. He turned 
white and the color left his features 
‘entirely. He soon became unconscious and 
Dr. Bizzell, who was in the grand stand, 
was summoned. 

The doctor quickly saw that Gammon 
was badly hurt and he injected morphine 
‘into the injured man’s chest in the hope 
that he could be revived and saved from 
Pain. The doctor could not at first tell 
where the injury was sustained, he think- 
ang it was internal. After making a close 
examiration, he disvovered that the blood 
flowed from Gammon’s head, and he then 
azcertained that the player was suffering 
from concussion of the brain. 

Dr. Jack Benedict, of Athens soon ap- 
Deared on the field, and he assisted Dr. 
Bizzell in the second examination, They 
made a close investigation of the wounds 
and decided that it was concussion. They 
then made every effort to revive the injured 
man, but Gammon’'s strength seemed to 
leave him, and the physicians feared that 
his life was going. He had a sinking spell 
which threatened to take his life on the 
field, and for thirty minutes he was close 
to death. His ». se indicated that he was 
in &@ dangerous condition, and there was 


| 
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much alarm on the field and among the 
men around Gammon. 
Gammon Sent to Hospital. 

After it was known that Gammon could 
not be restored to consciousness, the physi- 
clans decided to send for the Grady hospital 
ambulance, and a quick telephone call was 
made. The ambulance and a house surgeon 
of the hospital soon reached the field, and 
Gammon was tenderly picked up and placed 
in the ambularce. Ho was then carried [(o 
the hospital, where a consultation of the 
physicians was held. It was decided that 
Gammon’s chances were slim, and that his 
death might occur at any time. ’ 

Gammon lingered between life and death 
for several hours, surrounded by the physi- 
clans of the hospital and others called in. 
All worked hard to save the life of the 
injured player, but no change in his condi- 
tion was noted. Last night Mr. John Aiken 
Gammon, the father of the injured man, 
arrived from Rome and quickly reached the 
bedside of his desperately ill son. It was 
a touching scene at the bedside, the father 
realizing that his son was near to death. 
He was comforted as much as possible by 
those at the hospital, but the most hopeful 
assurances were but fhe slightest encour- 
agement to the bereaved parent. 

Several of the professors of the university 
reached Gammon’s bedside last night, and 
this morning Mrs. Gammon will reach the 
city. Other relatives of the unfortunate 
youth will arrive on the early trains. Many 
of the members of both teams remained at 
the hospital during the night to attend to 
the needs of those serving the sick man. 

_ The Scrimmage a Fearful One. 

The accident occurrei while the game 
was at its most exciting point. The scrim- 
mage was one of the most desperate of 
the game, and when Gammon tackled and 
was thrown to the ground there was a 
fearful collision of all the players. The 
men tumbled on top of each other and 
many were buried under the weight of the 
heavy men who leaped and tripped on top 
of the first men to fall. When the whistle 
sounded the players quickly arose, and all 
save young Gammon resumed their places. 

Georgia's fullback remained outstretched 
on the field, and he failed to move when 
the men got up off of him. Friends quick- 
ly ran to his assistance and asked him if 
he was hurt. He could only mumble unr- 
intelligible words and the spongers and 
water men quickly began work. Every re- 
storative at hand was applied, but it was 
of no use. The terrible lick or fall, what- 
ever it was, had done its work. Gammon 
lay motionless, stunned, bleeding and slow- 
ly losing consciousness. 

Young Gammon had been playing a 
strong game and his unfortunate accident 
seriously weakened the Georgia side. There 
was much sorrow among the members of 
both teams at the accident and the game 
proceeded after considerable delay. The 
men knew one of their number had per- 
haps been wounded for life or killed, and 
they seemed to play with less enthusiasm 
and vigor after the accident than before. 

Gammon’s Record at College. 

The present season is the second in which 
Gammon has been a member of the univer- 
sity football team. He was one of the 
strong men of the team last year and dur- 
ing the season he made many brilliant 
marks on the field. He was also a member 
of the baseball team. He played third base 
and was one of the finest men in that posi- 
tion among the southern universities. He 
has been a leader in athletics in the uni- 
versity and he was a strong and well devel- 
oped man. He was known as one of the 
reliable men of the team and could always 
be counted upon to do his part in whatever 
was undertaken. 

Gammon was a member of the Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon fraternity. He was a mem- 
ber of the sophomore class, entering the 
university in 1896. He was eighteen years 
old last August, but was a powerfully de- 
veloped young man and his strength and 
development would indicate that he was 
older. He was a good field man and a 
good student. He made many friends at 
the university and his sad accident cast a 
gloom over the university men and citizens 
generally last night. 

Much Sorrow in Rome. 

Von Gammon is the second son of Hon. 
and Mrs. J. A. Gammon and is eighteen 
years of age. He was born and raised in 
Rome and has always been one of the 
most popular young men in the city. He 
whs always the leading spirit in athletic 
sports and was the idol and pride of the 
Young ‘Men’s Athletic Association of Rome, 
of which he was a leading and most influ- 
ential member. 

It was a habit with the young man to al- 
ways wear his training costume and his 
appearance in citizen’s clothes was an un- 
usual sight. In this guise he was most 
familiar to his friends and his views upon 
training and all questions of athletics were 
most eagerly sought. His father, Hon. J. 
A. Gammon, is a councilman and member 
of the finance committee and one of Rome's 
leading and oldest merchants, while his 
mother is the president of the Rome chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the Confederacy. 


‘His father has always taken & most unus- 
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athletic 


ual interest in the young man's 


career and was never so happy as when 
the young man emerged from some con- 


test covered with glory, as was, in fact, | 


almost always the case. Young.Gammon’s 
elder brother, Professor Montague Gam- 
mon, is the principal of the Rome public 
schools and is himself a splendid specimen 
of physical manhood. Great crowds of 
friends gathered at the telegraph office in 
Rome all the afternoon, eager for news of 
the game, for the local pride of Rome was 
aroused. Von Gammon’s record at the 
university endeared him to all the old unlil- 
versity men in Rome an@ he was the direct 
cause of many students matriculating from 
that point.

gained consciousness.

A 
Similar action takes place when the electric 
current utilizes iron or lead pipes as con- 
ductors. At the point when the current en- 
ters the pipe from the earth, hydrogen is 
set free and has no destructive effect upon 
the metal. Consequently the location of 
points, when this occurs, is of no itmpor- 
fance. When the current leaves the pipe, 
however, oxygen is liberated, which, being 
a destructive agent, immediately attacks 
the metal and effects its decomposition, pit- 
ting and corroding it; and if the action of 
any one point continues for a _ sufficient 
length of time, eventually eating entirely 
through. 

“There is no harm done by the current 
using the pipe as a conductor, and so long 
as the flow is perfectly smooth there will 
be no decomposition; but whenever the eon-

“We Were Dodging the Yellow Fever | 


Quarantines,’’ Said Defendants 
and They Were Discharged.

‘We are fleeing from the wrath to come, 
said George M. Kelley, when he and his 
friend, W. C. Harper, were arraigned in 


the police court yesterday afternoon before | 


Councilman Morris. 

Kelley and Harper were two yellow fever 
refugees from Mobile. Their homes were in 
Chattanooga, and thxy had been in the Gulf 
City when the plague struck that place, 


and they decided to hie away to the mo in- | 
tains. ‘his is the story Kelley told the re- | 


corder: 


‘We first wanted to goto Florida and the 


midre we tried to get there the farther 
away we were blown by the 
storm. We had to dodge the big cities 


and little towns and even the people out 


in the country regarded us with suspicion. | 


After roving around from town to town we 
finally landed in friendly Atlanta and were 
put in the detention camp for sixteen days. 
Night before last we came 
to see if we could not arrange to get trans- 
portation to Florida. We were dead broke, 


for I tell you, judge, it will break anybody | 


to dodge quarantine stations with no 
revenue coming in. Yestercay morning 
we were tired and hungry and laid down in 
the woods somewheres in the outskirts of 
the city and we fell asleep from exhaustion. 
There one of your watchful cops spied us 
and he brought us here for idling and 
loitering, I believe he called it. It is true 
that we have been idling and loitering and 
we have done it over a very wide spot of 
country. But it was all on account of dodg- 
ing quarantines.’’ 

The men showed their health certificates; 
also their fumicating cards. which were 
rare senitary curiosities. Upon these cards 
was written: 

“Disinfected. A. H. Glennan, U. 8. M. 8S. 
Pn. D. G. Campbeil, M. D.. Mobile, Ala.’’ 

“You have enough mysterious passports 
to take you most anywheres,’’ remarked 
Councilman Morris. 

“That's what we thought, judge,’’ replied 
the unfortunate refugees, “but we soon 
found that they wouldn’t tuke us anywhere. 
In fact, they were considerably in our 
way.” 

“TI am not going to fine any poor yellow 
fever refugees if I can help it. They have 
enough troubles without being cast into 
prison. The truth is, I was the very. member 
of the city council who had that ordinance 
passed about doers, idlers and loiterers, and 
I never intended it to apply to any persons 
hut those who are loafing around at night 
without any visible means of support. You 
men can go, and may you reach the Land 
of Flowers very speedily, and good luck 
attend you.”

VICTORY DUE TO A MANEUVER 


Lockhart Feigned an . Attack on the 
Enemy’s Right and Won. 


Simla, October 30.—Spec!al dispatches re- 
ceived here state that the comparatively 
easy capture of Sempagha Pass was due 
tO a maneuver of General Lockhart, who 
feigned an attack upon the enemy’s right, 
wh.ch was immediately re-enforced by 
the commanders of the insurgent tribes- 
men.

site the wreck. Wounded men were taken 
into other houses near by. One of the pas- 
sengers ran to the nearest telephone and 
summoned the ambulance and notified the 
police barracks, 

One young man, Will Carlisle, the son of 
Patrolman J, C. Carlisle, was fouad to be 
badly hurt, and was taken to his home cn 
Windsor street in a carriage. He cied two 
hours later. 

A Motorman’s Predicament. 

Amid the confusion it was discovored 
that Motorman Will Reeves, who was on 
the incoming car, was pinioned between 
the cars and was unable to move. He was 
held fast and it was supposed at first that 
he was dead. 

Fifty the cars far enougn 
apart to allow them to remove the motor- 
man, He taken into the 
home of Coroner Stamps, who liveg cloge to 
the scene of the disaster. When the cars 
came together the force of the collision 
drove the body of the motorman through 
the glass front behind him, and then he 
left pinned between the woodwork. 
His injuries are serious.

A Temporary Hospital. 

The house at No. 45 Cooper street is own- 
ed and cecupled by Mr. T. H. Catn, and was 
a disorderly spectacle after the wounded 
people were removed. The floors were 
spotted with blood and the carpets and 
beds were filled with particles of glass and 
splinters which had been shaken from the 
dresses of the ladies. The bed was dyed 
red with blood in several places, and the 
canpets were in the same condition. A 
number of hats and packages were left 
there, for which owners are now wanted. 

For two or three hours after the wreck 
a large number of people gathered about 
the scene. The collision had been head- 
on and the fronts of both cars were smash- 
ed into Kindling wood, and pleces of splin- 
tered wood and piles of broken glass lay 
upon the street pavement, 

The wrecking car had been sent for and 
the demolished cars were nioved to the 
power houge of the road. 

Four ae, wh physiciuns were on the scene 
and were going from house to house look- 
ing after those who had been injured. 

Passenger Describes the Collision. 

A gentleman who was among the paa- 
sengers on the car coming into the city 
gives the following account of the acci- 
dent: 

“We went very slowly down the first 
steep grade after leaving the park. Going 
over the hill at Rawson street we went 
faster and were going, I should judge, 
about fifteen miles an hour, when suddenly 
I saw men leaping like kargaroos from 
the car I was on. In another moment I 
felt a shock which came near shaking my 
teeth out, then there was an _ instant 
pause, followed by another crash. I had 
at first stood on the rear or trailer car. 
but moved my position, after leaving the 
park, and was near the front of the for- 
ward car. I was where I could see ahead 
and I never knew we were approaching 
another car. There were no headlights on 
elther the car we were on or the one we 
collided with. I don’t belleve either motor- 
man knew the other car was approaching. 
After the crash I got off the car as quickly 
as possible, and it wasn’t an easy job, for 
everybody. was scrambling. It is a won- 
der to me that several persons were not 
hurt in the panic. Four or five ladies were 
taken into an adjoining house and three 
or four men who appeared to be hurt were 
looked after. We had a hard time getting 
the motorman on our car from where he 
was pinned between the cars. He was ex- 
tricated after we had rolled the outgoing 
car back a few feet. He seemed to be 
hurt about the body and I can’t see how he 
can ever recover. 
confusion for a while and ‘we had to look 
about the wreck with matches until torches 
were secured.,”’ 

Officials Are Investigating. 

The motormen had nothing to say. Some 
of the officials were soon on the scene and 
they were not inclined to give any state- 
ment for publication until they had more 
time to look into the affair. They did 
everything in their power to help those 
who had been hurt, sparing no trouble or 
expense to take care of them. 

It was claimed by the outgoing motor- 
man that he did all he could to prevent 
the collision and that he could not get his 
car under contro! because it slipped on the 
track. The other motorman was heard to 
say that he was prevented from getting 
control of his car by the men who crowded 
about him on the front platform and that 
he asked them several times to move, 
having done all he could to keep them off 
when the car started from the park. 

‘Both motormen claim that they were not 
going at an unusual rate of speed. 

The First Victim to Die. 

William Carlisle, who was the first vic- 
fim of the collision to die, was the son of 
Patro!man J. C, Carlisle, who lives 
188 Windsor 
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cepartment and he has the deepest sympa- 
thy of all his brother officers and of his 
many friends throughout the city. Young 
Carlisle was on the front of the outgoing 
car and when taken from the wreck was 
barely alive. He was conscious, however, 
and spoke to those about him. He was 
taken home in a hack and a physician sum- 


moned, He lived about two hours after 


the accident. 

At a late hour last night Motorman 
Reeves was not expected to live. 

Shelby Myrick’s Narrow Escape. 

Mr. Shelby Myrick, of Americus, had a 
narrow escape and but for his presence of 
mind would have been horribly mangled. 

“I was standing on the front platform,” 
he said, “just by the motorman. My foot 
Was resting on the railing and I was 
braced back in a comfortable position. Just 
as I looked up after getting over the hill I 
saw the other car immediately in front. I 
leaped off quickly and the force of the fall 
threw me on my face. At the same time 
the cars came together and the disaster 
was done. I called to the motorman to 
get off, but he stayed where he was and 
will probably meet his death. It was a 
quick but tragic affair.’’ 

Jacob Selig in the Wreck. 

Mr. Jacob Selig, who lives at 185 Wind- 
sor street, was one of the passengers on 
the fil-fated car. 

After the c*ish was over and the cx- 
c:fem.ent somewhat calmed, he found that 
he had not eseaped without injury. Hs 
left arm was dislocated and he was badly 
bruised and out. 

On his body were many severe cuts and 
he was suffer{ng much pa'‘n last night. 

In the fall from the car he lost an ele- 
gant double case gold watch. 

A Policeman’s Account. 

Patrolman N. R. Heard, a supernumerary 
on the police force, was among the pas- 
senger on the out-going car, which was 
closed, and he gave a vivid description of 
what occurred in that car after the colli- 
sion. He said: 

“As soon as the crash came I jumped 
up and saw a man lying between the two 
cars and I helped to move him to the side 
walk. This must have been Mr. Carlisle’s 
son, who was killed. I then ran back to 
the car I had been on and I saw a woman 
and two children held by a piece of twisted 
iron. The woman appeared to be badly 
hurt and the children were screaming at 
the top of their voices. I tried to bend the 
iron and could not do so without the as- 
sistance of another man. We released the 
woman and children and» placed them 
where they wete safe. I entered the car 
again and saw a woman in the center of 
the floor and sho looked as if both her legs 
were cut off. I took hold of her and found 
that sne was wedged down in the hole 
where the electric machinery !s stored. In 
some way the trap door over the place had 
been thrown off and the woman had been 
forced gown into the hole. It took the 
united efforts of two men to get her out. 
She was bleeding@@from several wounds 
about her body and I think she was very 
seriously injured.”’ 

Officials prot Implicated. 

In the report ofthe counterfeiting discov- 
ery at the Chattahoochee brick camp, it 
was said that “the guards and officials at 
the Chattahoochee camps were implicated 
with the counterfeiting gang.”’ 

S. V. Sluter, one of the guards of the 
camp, was found to be implicated, but he 
is not an officer of the camp. Captain J. 
T. Casey, the effictent superintendent of the 
camp, made the discovery that the coun- 
terfeiters were engaged in the business at 
the camp, and it was through his efforts 
that Sluter was arrested yesterday, Cap- 
tain Casey having ascertained that the 
guard was not only familiar with, but was 
participating in the work of Charley Chis- 
holm. 

This statement is made in justice to Cap- 
tain Casey, Dr. Sam Green, the physician 
of the camp, and other officers of the camp. 
Sluter, who was bound over yesterday, had 
no other connection with the camp than as 
a guard, and all who know of the personnel 
of the official staff of the camp of course 
understood that men of such high character 
were in no wise implicated in the affair.

A Western Man Brings a Bag of It 
Sonth with Him. 


IT IS COARSE AND BRASSY 


Captain Mayne Writes That He and 
His Friends Are Coming. 


DENIES REPORTS PUT GUT ABOUT HIMSELF 


Says His Company Is as Much Alive 
as It Ever Was—New Mills and 
' Developments. 


A bag of Klondike gold reached Atlanta 
last night. 

It was probably the first from the Klon- 
dike that has been seen in the state. This 
was taken out last July on Stuart river. 
which flows Into the Yukon thirty niiles 
south of Dawson City. 

The bag was small, not much larger than 
the thumb of a man’s glove, but it con- 
tained $250 worth of gold, 

The Klondike gold is unlike anything 
ever seen in these parts. In the first place, 
it is coarse, much coarser than the aver- 
age Georgia and western gold. Then it 
has a dark, brassy color. Ir must have 
come from a quartz which carried a black 
mineral and net galena or iron, with which 
all miners are familiar. e 

This Kiondike gold belongs to Mr. Wil- 
liam Alperson, of Spokane, Wash. He’ is 
on his way to New York and came by 
way of Atlanta on the suggestion of T. 
D. Rockweil, Esq., a former representative 
from Savannah in the general assembly. 
Mr. Rockwell is now assistant corporation 
counsel for the city of Spokane and has 
come back to his oid home on a visit. 

Mr. Alperson is a veteran miner and 
mining investor. He has a brother who 
Spent the summer up in the Klondike 
country &nd has gone into winter quarters 
up there now. This brother, John, wrote 
that he and three other men washed out 
$30,000 in gold in forty-seven days in June 
and July. John Alberson was working for 
two partners and got $2 a day wages. 


The partners had two placer claims and | 


a& quartz vein claim. After cleaning up 


in July the partners started to get out of | 


the country before the rivers froze up. 
They reached Spokane late in September, 
ana William Alperson and some associates 
bought their claizns for $75,000. A com- 
pany was organized, and about February 
an expedition will be started overland from 
wyekane for the gold flelds. The pros- 
pecting party will be in charge 
who ‘'ncated the famous Le Roi 
ard War Eagle mines in British Colttimbia 
A stamp will be sent to Stuart river to 
work the quartz. Mr. Rockwell is treas- 
urer of this company. He is carrvinge somo 
fine Klondike nuggets.

In closing, Mr. Mayne says: “I reserve 
all legal rights against you in this mat- 
ter, and in conclusion beg to state that I 
have too many friends in Georgia to let 
the matter rest, and we are coming.”

Mayne, say they understand that he has 
sent over some large sums of money in 
payment for gold lands in this state. 
When he left Atlanta last spring for Lon- 
don he stated that he would be back in 
six weeks. It has often been reported that 
he was about to sail. He is Hable to ap- 
pear at any time well staked. 

The Ellijay Courfer says that he has 
paid for some property at White Path and 
some in Hall county. 


Mr. C. C. Jones, owner of lot No. 10, 
in White county, was down last week. He 
has a very promising property and he has 
been working hard to get it ready to oper- 
ate. He has fifteen stamnvs up and his 
mill about completed. He has a soft forma- 
tion and when he gets everything in order 
he will have as attractive a proposition as 
can be found anywhere. 


The latest reports from the Gold Hill 
mine, near Flowery Branch, in Hall coun- 
ty, Is that the tunnel has been driver 
twelve feet across a gold-bearing ore body 
of quartz and schist. and it is not cut 
through yet. A letter from the mine says. 

‘The whole hill appears to be good mill- 
ing ore. Everything carries gold. We have 
been cross-cutting quartz reefs almost from 
the mouth. The ore body we are cutting 
now. if sloped. would keeép 
go'ng.”” | 

The tunnel has not yet reached the part 
of the ‘hill which developments on top in- 
dicate contains the best ore. 


Gold mining men, without § exception, 
heartily approve Senator Bacon’s purpose 
of attempting to get the government 10 
send some experts to Georgia to study the 
ores in this state. There are millions ana 
millions of gold tn Georgia. The only ques- 
t'on is to save it. Edison has devised a 
process for treating low grade {ron ores. 
If some one will only get up an inexpen- 
sive process for treating refractory ores, 
Georgia’s gold properties will become 
great producers. The chlorination process 
is the best known for Georgia sulphides. 
but there may be something cheaper and 
better. 


The new mill at the McClusky has been 
shut down, according to reports . from 
Gainesville. The operators had an option 
on the property, and the option expired. 
They could not get a renewal and were 
shut out. 


The American Bauxite Company's prop- 
erty in Floyd county was sold a few days 
ago to I. N. Terry, of Utica. N. Y., for 
$10,000. Messrs. Terry and B.*F. Armington, 
the latter also of New York, are buying 
all the good bauxite peaner es they can 
find.

Her features are 
clearly outlined, and her characteristic dark 
eyes sparkle with intellectual light, and 
her hair is of the dark, dark-brown that 
always accompanies clear olive skin. She 
has a soft, low voice that in its quiet tones 
suggests that dignity that makes her pres- 
ence one commanding. There is a reserve 
about her that is evident at all times, and 
one meeting her who has never read her 
books might conclude that hers was a 
personality in which the mental power wis 
so dominant that there’ was little chance 
for for the play of the human heart—that 
its dictation wo@mld be so subservient to 
1eason there would scarcely be that tender- 
ness and sympathy among the finest at- 
tributes of woman. But a review of but 
one of Mrs. Geppert’s stories, that which 
at present is best known, “In God’s Coun- 
try,’’ would convince the observing reader 
that the author not alone possessed genius, 
but a heart of depth and intense feeling.

Mrs.’ Geppert’s success in journalism is 
well known, her first work being done in 
Louisville, Ky. She subsequently became 
associated with The Louisville Courier- 
Journal, later The Chicago Tribune, and 
only left journalism when her success in 
her literary work required her entire at- 
tention. She has written a number of suc- 
cessful stories that after their publication 
in leading magazines have been published 
in book form. Among those appearing 
since her residence in Atlanta have been 
‘Un ze Studio’ and “Scherzo in B Flat. 
Minor.’’ They have been received with en- 
thusiasm, especially in the higher literary 
circles, and their equivalent in the artistic 
world would be placed in the salon where 
hang the master pieces.

The dramatization of the book arises 
from the romantic coincidence of a young 
man sending it as a gift to his flancee. In- 
scribing on the fly leaf a I'ttle verse. Mr. 
Charles A. Davis, the well-known dramatic 
manager, sent it to a young lady who 
afterwards became Mrs. Davis. Being 
deeply interested in her husband's profes- 
sion, she at once recognized in the book 
a possibility of dramitization. and inter- 
ested in the maitter (Mr. and Mrs. Fred C. 
Whitney, prominently associated with the 
dramatic profession in New York. Mr. B. 
B. Valentine was the third party interest- 
ed, and he undertook the ‘task of dramati- 
zation, resulting now in the successful pro- 
duction of a ‘Southern Romance.’”’ Two 
years of the hardest wor has been accord- 
ed the play, and the changes made in the 
plot are said in no way to have impaired 
the force or beauty of ‘the story. A corres- 
pondence between Mrs, Geppert and Mr. 
Valentine hag resulted in some argument 
between them as to the advisability of cer- 
tain changes, and Mrs. Geppert, it is safe. 
has never been fully reconciled to the 
change in the drama, making tthe hero a 
Frenchman, Andree by name, while her 
story was based upon the life of a young 
German nobleman, Karl. 

Mr. Valentine, in ‘the change, reasoned 
rhat the “stage Dutchman had so far lost 
its dignity in American drama that a play 
presenting any semblance of such a char- 
acter could not at present attain the dig- 
nity to which the dramatization of the esto- 
ry was entitled.’’ 

Another change made to further adopt 
the book to the drama has been in its con- 
clusion. In the book the hero and heroine

Whether the change detracts from the 
strength of the story or whether the con- 
clusion of the book would have added to 
the strength of the drama may be decidea 
by those capable of judging who have 
read ‘In God's Country,” and who will 
see its dramatization in a “Southern Ro- 
mance.”’ 

Mr. B. B. Valentine, the dramatist, has 
been for a long time the dramatic critic 
of The New York Herald. He established 
Puck and was the author of the famous 
“Fitzgnoodle papers.”’ Though an English- 
man by birth, he has made the study of 
the American people a favored pastime. 
He is educated in a knowledge of their 
customs, and even the proyvin- 
cialisms of the various sections, and has 
in this way been so signally successful in 
developing in his late dramatization the 
life and customs of that element of Ken- 
tucky people presented in the play. Not 
only has he studied the mattep of the 
dialect, but he has carefully chosen 


capable actors and actresses to imperso- 


cent biograph of his, “an earnest reli- 
gious training and by precept and example 
cultivated. those spiritual forces. which 
dominate the man’s nature as well as his 
books”’ 

In the course of her conversation per- 
taining to southern writers Mrs. Geppert 
fave expression to the oft repeated. truth 
that southern people do not. know or read 
their own writers and that it is left to the 
people of the north and east. not only to 
express proper appreciation of them, but 
to make them famous. This cannot arise 
from a lack of cultivated taste, but simply 
a lack of appreciation of home talent. 

Until very recently Ruth McEnery 
Stuart did not receive the patronage in 
her own home that she deserved and her 
first distinction was given her works by 
northern publishers and northern critics. 

Mrs. Geppert accords Mrs Stuart a first 
Place not only among the women writers 
of the, country, but does not consider her 
second in her special line to Thomas Nel- 
son Page or any of the successful writers 
of dialect. 

Mrs, Geppert seldom becomes enthusias- 
tic in her conversation, reserve, one of 
her greatest characteristics, being always 
evident in her criticisms, whether of a 
critical or favorable nature: but upon the 
subject of Joel Chandler Harris she was 
most enthus’astic. 

“He is one of the greatest writers of the 
day and has a reputation that ¢s inter- 
national,” she sa‘'d. ‘tHe must be appre- 
ciated in all sections of the country where 
his stories are read. They not only endear 
him as a writer among his own people, 
but in their exposition of that phase of 
southern life and. the type cf negro that 
‘s universally interesting. They are more 
widely and appreciat’vely read than the 
works of any other southern writer. Not 
alone are they valuable from the stand- 
point of truthfully and skillfully developing 
the best delineations of the characters 
making the subject matter of his particu- 
lar line of work, but in their dialect and 
blending of the historic and fictit'ous they 
are invaluable to the students and lovers 
of ‘folk lore.’ ” 


Mrs. Duncan's Clever Work. 


Accurate reporting {is one of the first 
and probably the most necessary brancn 
of work undertaken by the newspaper wo- 
man, and the one who finds herself unable 
to report that which she sees and hears 
has very little opportunity to succeed in the 
responsible positions being filled by women 
in the newspaper affices of the day. 

To report the meeting, for instance, of 
a woman's convocation may seem an easy 
and agreeable duty when one reads the 
day following a smooth and well express- 
ed account of the meeting, and yet it is 
one of the most difficuit assignments given 
the newspaper woman. She ig not expect- 
ed to alone gather all the newsy feaiures 
of such an occasion and (discriminate be- 
tween that which is generally interesting 
and that Insignificant, but to bring it 
out in such a way as to irdividualige eavh 
woman, identify her with her particuiar 
interest and please each and every one, 
Accur te reperting of a convocation of 
women requires the reporter’s being in 
touch with the leading questions studicd 
by the women of the day and the leading 
women identified with them. A biograph- 
izal touch must be given every woman 
who makes an address and expresses a 
c.ever idea in a_i geries of discus- 
sions. With this appreciation of 
what is required of the woman - writer 
as a reporter, it may be readily appreci- 
ated the mere writing of the matter is the 
incident to the hardest part of the work 
and the good reporter, in the fullest sense 
of the word, is the one capable of gather- 
ing the news, and then writing it down in 
the simplest and most accurate manner. 
All the requisites of the reporter and 
writer have been seen in the very interest- 
ing and beautifuly expressed reports of 
the women’s convocation of the Tennessee 
Centennial, as written in The Nashville 
American by Mrs. Anne Clare Duncan. Her 
daily reports have truthfully and bril- 
liantly related the meetings of the distin- 
guished women who have visited Nashville 
as representatives of the various women’s 
organizations.

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The Library Meeting in Macon 

The meeting of the State Library As- 
sociation {in Macon the past week was the 
source of universal interest In Georgia and 
means a new life will be given to library 
development in the state. 

The fact that the women of the state 
have enthusiastically espoused the move- 
ment furthers its success and in the pro- 
gramme presented at the meeting the 
names appear of a number of brainy Geor- 
gia women. The president of the associa- 
tion. Miss Annie Wallace, presided with 
grace and dignity and her opening address 
was pronounced a briillant effort. She out- 
lined the necessity and objects of the as- 
sociation and met with great applause 
throughout her address. Among the At- 
lanta women who made bright and in- 
teresting talks upon library development 
were Mrs. William B. Lowe, president of 
the federated clubs of Georgia, who as the 
leader of the largest organized body of 
women in the state, has given impetus to 
all movements pertaining to educational and 
library development; Mrs. Charles Read, 
president of the Atlanta Woman’s Club 
and one of the most intellectual and highly 
cultured women of the state; Mrs. J. K. 
Ottley, formerly president of the Atlanta 
Woman's Club and one of the vice presi- 
dents of the State Library Association. 
Mrs. Eugene Heard, of Elberton, chairman 
of the library committee of the state fed- 
eration, was present and made a brilliant 
address, and among the notable prominent 
Georgia women in the assembly was Mrs. 
Robert Emory Parks, of Macon. 

The Macon Telegraph of Friday morning 
in a. full account of the meeting pays the 
following tributes to Mrs. Lowe and Mrs. 
Charles Read: 

Mrs. W. B. Lowe in an easy, graceful 
and very entertaining manner said in part: 

“In appearing before an audience of such 
proportions as this, and one accustomed to 
listen to the finest speakers of the land, 
I find myself recalling everything of a 
comforting nature which has ever been 
said about women speakers and relief has 
come to me -in the hope that vou, my 
friends, will extend to me this evening the 
sympathy which doubtless filled the heart 
of that-rare old cynic of our race, when he 
expressed the sentiment that ‘a woman 
preaching is like a dog walking on his hind 
legs, it is never well done, but one is sur- 
prised to find it done at all.’ Relving upon 
this.hope, then, I shall speak briefly to you 
upon the work of the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, in the great question of 
libraries, which ts engaging our aitention 
this evening. Since woman began to talk 
upon more serious subjects than those 
which formerly engaged her attention, in 
the fashionable, social and domestic world, 
I have not observed that she talks less, or 
that the desire to be heard has diminished, 
but of one thing I am sure, that the mem- 
ber which is said to be her natural weapon 
of defense and which she never allows to 
rust, is now having its sharp and. scathihg 
blade tested in a far different manner 
than was the custom of old. and in plead- 
ing for those reforms which make better 
and stronger the social and political fab- 
ric of our nafion, she has wielded t 
weapon in such a manner as to convince 
those even who were slow to aid her first 
Steps in the new pathway, that her object 
is Impersonal and for the betterment of 
humanity. Surely we must acknowledge 
that the world is rapidly being converted 
to the belief that the occupation of woman 
in the broadened sphere, which our present 
Civilization demands, is simply an enlarge- 
ment of her duties as mother and home- 


keeper, not because she wills it, my friends 


but because she must yield to the de- 
mands of progress and she has been irresis- 
tibly forced out of her narrow pathway 
into the broader fields of humanitarian 
work.”’ 

Mrs: Charles Read. of Atlanta, was an- 
other of the gifted speakers who added so 
much to the interesting programme.

Noles on Halloween. 


The fact that Halloween falls on Sunday 
will probably prevent the usual number 
of partes given on that night. But then 
the observances of the night are generally 
of an informal nature, and there is no 
reason why there could not be a number 
of quiet home parties in recognition of the 
quaint customs or the days gone by. A 
letter in The Philadelphia ‘times gives 
the following interesting notes on -csta.- 
loween: 

“No night in the year is stamped by the 
popular imagination with the peculiar char- 


acter of that of October 3ist, which fur 
centuries has been Known as Ali ruatiows 
hive, or Halioween. Just how and wheu-it 
or.ginated is one of the uAso:vaojle prob- 
lems, but there is litthe doubt that its ori- 
gin is pagan. Like Candlemass, Laimmas 
und dla) way, it had its origin among 
the Druids, wno even at the time of Cae- 
sar’s invasion of England taugnt their re- 
Lg.on, perionmed weitd gewiuionies§ and 
Oucival LUMaAN sacrifices 4:1 their grove 
temp.es in tlre north of the isiana. When 
Car. stianity triumphed in ws bat tie 
against paganism the form of the latter 
did not disappear, but many of its rites 
and ceremon-es, ifcarnated with tne re- 
ligion of Christ, were handed down as 
church festivals. The four great festivals 
of the Dru:is were in February, May, Au- 
gust) and November, the latter of which is 
the probable origin of Halloween. @n that 
November festival the people assembied 
in the sacred grove. The priest appeared 
at his stene altar w.th three bowls be- 
fore him, one containing water from the 
sacred spring, one water. blessed by the 
arch Druid and the other water in which 
he had ilaved~his sacred hands, and as 
they passed ‘the gate’ he sprinkied anc 
blessed them out or the bowls, the sacred- 
ness of whieh depended gifts 
offered by the individual, 

“That ceremony concluded, fires were 
lighted, upon which were offered human 
sacr.fices. Then in the coals’and ashes nuts, 
apples, turnips, etc., were rousted, and 
w.th copious draughts of strong mead were 
consumed by the edified worshipers. 

“In the highlands of Seotiand and in the 
mountains of Wales Halloween is still cele- 
brated by building bonfires, wh-le the cus- 
tom of roasting nuts and apples and play- 
ing pranks with them is ‘still practiced 
tnroughout England and in this country. 
Many other simildfit:es to the old Druidi- 
cal feast could’ be enumerated in . the 
methods now employed to celebrate the 
occasion. 3 . : 

“From urns s 
Halloween is gatlered the ° best 
idées off *° how the holiday 
was observed in his time, and it’mag be 
well to observe that every rite enumerated 
by him is religiously observed Scotland 
today, and many of them also l is coun- 


try. 

“Whe leading idea of Halloween 4s that it 
is a time when of all others supernatural 
influences prevail. It is then that the spirits 
walk @broad 2nd the vet! of futurity is rent, 
vouchsafing glimpses to the maiden and to 
the youth of the fate in store whieh can be 
obtained on no other occasion. The wer 
of divination attains to perfection and any- 
one may wave the enchanted wands which 
will cause spirits to hustle through the air 
or call them up from the bosom of the 
vasty deep. 

“But especially sacred is this occasion to 
lovers, and the spirits ate particularly obe- 
diert to their behests. The methods of ‘ob- 
faining their help ate vatious. ‘If young 
ladies would know about their lovers three 
chestnuts are placed om the bare of the 
grate. If the mut cracks the: lover will 
prove unfaitnful. If a nut burfig the young 
man is deeply interested, and ff two- nuts. 
named for the lovers. burn together” there 
fs no longer any doubt but that they, will 
be married at an early date. Another test 
is to go Ditndfolded into the garden and pul! 
up the first stalk of kall (or perhaps anv 
other. vegetation would do) that the hand 
touches; The amount of earth that adheres 
to its roots will indicate the size of the fu- 
ture partner’s fortune. If its branches are 
straight he will be so, if crooked he will 
not. If the taste of the stalk is sharp look 
for a bad temper. If the youth would seek 
to know his marital fate let him take three 
dishes. one filled with clean water, the oth- 
er with foul, the th'rd empty. He is blind- 
folded, the position of the dishes are shifted 
and he walks backwards and thrusts his 
hands into one of them. If he dips into 
the clean water he is to marry a maiden, if 
into the fou! a widow. and if into tye empty 
one he is not to marry at all. Equally pow- 
erful are the charms of eating ai apple 
in front of a mirror at midnight, when the 
future husband or wife wi!!' look over the 
shoulders into the glass. and of wetting a 
shirt sleeve in salt water and hanging it 
in front of the fire to dry. At midnight the 
wriith.of fate’s intended will enter the 
apartment, turn the garment and disap- 

ear. 

But the celebrafion of Halloween is not 
devoted entirely to divination, for it is a 
festival occasion also and affords the boys 
and girls as well as the grown up young 
people an opportunity for much enjoyment. 
In this country it ts a favorite evening for 
parties and balls. and in some sections a 
branch of mistletoe is suspended from the 
chandelier and the unfortunate girl who 
by accident of otherwise finds herself under 
the mistletoe may be kissed then and there 
by her admirer and the penalty may be 
inflicted as often as the fair culprit may 
offend by passing under the sacred bough.”

to believe that they were not making any 
great number of votes for George, nor 
were they doing any great harm to Tam- 
many. That is another matter, however, 
which will never be décided. Van Wyck 
has certainly retained his place as favorite, 
and while the odds in his favor were low- 
ered somewhat during the excitement cre- 
ated by those sensational attacks, the best 
authorities agreed in putting his chances 
as decidedly the best all the time. 

The real fight from the beginning has 
been between the two republican candi- 
dates for the second place. The death of 
George probably hurts General Tracy more 
than any other of the candidates. Low

The Sun’s Unique Flop.

What consideration has moved The 
Sun to go over from Tammany and be- 
come the organ of the republican boss, 
Platt, can only be guessed at; I am sure 
I don’t know what it was, unless it was 
the fesire of the paper to maintain its rep- 
utation for political freakishness.

Two papers are supporting the Tammany

The Hissing of Croker. 

The hissing of Croker in the Wigwam 
was an event of great significance. It in- 
dicates the passing of this man as leader 
of the big society and that will be of 
value to Tammany. : 

John Sheehan is a better man than Cro- 
ker—a better man for Tammany and @ 
better man for the democratic party. It 
was he who held Tammany in line during 
the campaign of last year, when other 
men who had been recognized leaders were 
traitors or were shirking their party duty.

strong because he is loved and respected 
rather than because he is feared. 

John Kelly had these qualities, but John 
often let his temper get away with his 
judgment; Croker is cold, has never let his 
temper control his actions, but has ever 
been dictatorial; Sheehan handies men as 
easily as Kelly did and never has been 
known to possess a temper, is as silent as 
Croker—silence has always been one of

The bitterness evinced by the Low people 
against Platt and Tracy and the ardent 
character of the reciprocity manifested by 
Platt, Tracy, Quigg and the other leaders 
of the republican organization have, from 
the first, been most interesting features of 
the situation. It is still very much a prob- 
lem how these two men will finish—whether 
Low or Tracy will be second. Low has all 
the enthusiasm, has an ample campaign 
fund, and undoubtedly has the support of 
many men who would not ordinarily think 
of deserting the regular republican noml- 
nee; Tracy has the advantage of being 
the regular candidate of his party, and that 
party carried the territory embraced in the 
city in. the last campaign; he has probably 
the largest campaign fund ever raised for 
use in New York or any other city; he has 
the prestige of the support of the national 
administration, and the men who 
handling his campaign are among the 
the 
country. 

Organization vs. Enthusiasm. 

Tracy has behind him organization, Low 
has not. Every man who has hope of a 
political future in the republican party 
knows that he can only succeed by foilow- 
ing the wishes of Platt, and that means, 
of course, to give his unqualified support 
to Tracy. 

As an offset to this the Low men bring 
forward the mugwump and independent 
elements, which are svlid for Low, and 
they argue that the support of the national 
administration is more than offset by the 
resentment which the republicans of New 
York feel toward outside interference with 
local affairs. The old. story of the turn 
down of Judge Folger, which made such 
a change in the political conditions of the 
country, is being told over and over again. 
Whether there is this resentment, whether 
history is going to repeat itself in this re- 
gard, can only be determined by the votes 
cast on Tuesday. 

If Tracy leads Low it will be due to two 
factors—the aid of the national adminis- 
tration and the enormous campaign fund 
which Platt has been able to raise. This 
campaign fund is a dangerous quantity. 
There is no limit to the supply of money in 
the hands of Chairman Quigg. Platt has 
bled every corporation which owes him for 
past favors or which expects ever to be at 
his mercy by having legislation affecting 
its interests up at Albany. 

Another club which Platt has been using 
with great vigor during ihe past few days 
and which may have had good effect from 
his standpoint with the masses of the re- 
publicans has been the cry of Cleveland- 
ism raised against w. This is based on 
Cleveland’s evident desire, indicated by the 
Princeton speech, to see Low win. Low, 
on the other hand, has the newspapers at 
his back and seems to have all the en- 
thusiasm. I believs he will be the second 
man in the race, but Tracy has some very 
effective arguments at his back, and if he 
polls a good per cent of the republican 
vote of Brooklyn he may beat out the man 
he is particularly fighting. 


The Attitude of: the Newspapers. 


But speaking of the newspapers their 
influence is not always so potent as would 
appear from the surface. The race of 
Mayor Harrison out at Chicago is a case 
in point. He had every paper there fight- 


ing him except one and that popularly re- . 


garded as having no influence, yet he won 
hands down. It has been so with Tam- 
many in many campaigns. 

The Attitude of the Newspapers. 

In this fight Tammany’s chances for 
victory are undoubtedly the brightest, and 
yet not one of the newspapers which you 
see has been strongly advocating the Tam- 
many ticket. In those papers the demo- 
cratic organization gets the worst of it all 
through. 

Of the prominent papers, The Herald, 
which has taken no hand in its editorial 
columns, but is doing everything possible 
to help the Low ticket, is the only one that 
seems inclined to give Tammany her de- 
serts. The Herald, in its news columns, 
says that the indications point to a Tam- 
many victory. The Tribune, which is the 
dyed-in-the-wool republican organ of of «he 
state, and, indeed, of the country, for that 
matter, in a leading editorial the other 
day, point out to republicans that a Tamma- 
ny victory was exeeedingly probable. The 
paper used this, however, for the pur-

These are The Telegraph, a paper, until 
recently, devoted to racing and theatrical 
news, but which has become a straight 
Tammany organ in this campaign, and The 
Evening News, Colonel Bill Brown’s paper, 
which has one of the largest circulations 
inside the city of New York, but which 
seldom finds its way outside. 
Missed a Trick Here. 


The surprise of the campaign from a 
newspaper standpoint has been The Jour- 
Nal’s failure to grasp its opportunity. 

If The Journal had, at the beginning of 
the campaign, come out squarely for the 
Tammany ticket, it would have clinched 
its position as the great democratic news- 
paper of the metropolis. For days it kept 
on the fence and, though of late it has given 
a sort of half-hearted editorial indorsement 
of the Tammany ticket, its position has 
created no enthusiasm among the demo- 
cratic masses. ' 

In the last national campaign The Jour- 
nal made such a splendid record for 1rtself 
aS a great national democratic newspaper 
that it was naturally looked to by the dem- 
ocratic masses to become their leading 
organ in great municipal cam- 
paign. For days, however, there was hesi- 
tation and doubt. These were the days 
when the George boom was first on, and 
it had assumed such proportions .hat Tam- 
many Hall had a genuine case of scare. 
Much of this George boom was atiributa- 
ble to the space which The Journal, in 
common with other newspapers, gave to 
it and for this reason the democrats who 
now see through the whole scheme are in- 
clined to have no particular love for the 
paper which could so easily have won their 
favor. 

If, in those early days The Journal had 
come out squarely for the Tammany ticket; 
had shown, as it shows now, that the 
ticket is unquestionably the regular demo- 
eratic ticket, and that the men who com- 
it would have 


this 


and that act would have given the paper 
such a vrestige with the democratic masses 
as would have been of great value in 
the future. Why it did not I°do not pre- 
tend to say; but perhaps the fact that 
Willis Abbott, its chief editorial writer, is 
chairman of the George committee, may 
have had some bearing on the case. 

However, all of this is the Journal's busi- 
ness. If it has missed a trick this time, it 
is the first since its wonderful rehabilita- 
tion by the youthful wizard from the Pa- 
cific slore. 

It’s All Right Now. 

If the campaign were not so near the 
close The Journal would doubtless prove a 
powerful factor in swinging things Tam- 
many’s way. It has been evident for some 
days that the paper was getting rapidly 
off the fence and was coming to the sup- 
port of Tammany with all its strength. Its 
evening edition has, it is true, been magni- 
fying the George movement in every way 
possible and aiding it both directly and in- 
directly, but The Morning Journal, the 
edition to which the people look for their 
politics, has been growing stronger and 
stronger in its support of the Van Wyck 
ticket. 

The very evident fact that Croker does 
not control Tammany has helped the 
democratic ticket in that direction as well 
as in a number of others. It was seen at 
the start that Croker was the fiy in the 
Tammany ointment and that his return 
and assumption of authority in the wig- 
wam was responsible for all the troubles 
Tammany has had in this campaign. The 
Journal’s tendency to he!p on the George 
movement was due entirely to the presence 
of Croker. In his San Francisco paper, 
Hearst has waged relentless warfare 
against Huntington and his Pacific railroad 
associates and the fact that Croker is close 
to Huntington and has helped him in all 
hig, efforts to do the government is respon- 
sible for Hearst's bitter attacks on Cro- 
kerism. If Croker had not figured in the 
campaign The Journal would have !ed the 


fight for the Tammany ticket; now that 


there are good evidences that he has lost 
his grip The Journal has come around all 
right. 7 

But even if conditions were otherwise, :f 
Croker was the dominating ‘influence in 
Tammany, the death of Mr. George would 
have brought it into line, for with but one 
democratic candidate in the field, it would 
certainly have gone to him with all its 


power. The Journal will be found there ‘ 
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' next Tuesday and while 


Croker’s best qualities—and has the af- 
fection of his followers.

, Opened up and he saw a good chance for 


Tammany victory, he hurried back and en- 
deavored to wrest from Sheehan the reins 
of leadership.

IN OTHER STATES. 


The Indications in Ohio, Maryland, 
Kentucky and Elsewhere. 
Elections will be held in eleven states 
the chief interest 
is centered in the mayoralty race in New 
York, some of the other fights are of al- 
most equal importance. Notably true ts 
this of the fight in Ohio, where Hanna’s 
political fate is to be decided: that in 
(Maryland which will decide, whether Sena- 
tur German {fs to return to the senate or 
not, and that in Kentucky, where the g0!d- 
ites who still call themselves democrats 

are making a fight for existence. 

In Ohio there is a full state ticket to be 
elected; in Iowa, governor and state offi- 
cers; in Kentucky a clerk of the court of 
appeals; in Nebraska a supreme court 
judge and university regents: New York, 
chief justice ot the court of appeals: in 
Meryland a state comptroller and clerk of 
the covrt of appeals; in Massachusetts. 
fovernor and State officers; in Pennsylya- 
nia, auditor general and recorder: Virginia, 
governor and state ticket. 

The Ohio and Maryland campaigns are 
important becauge of their bearing upon 
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the complexion of the United States senate. 
The New York campaign may invoive even 
more, for the control of the great city will 
have a decided influence upon the Next 
national campaign. And while there is but 
one state officiai to be chosen in Kentucky 
the result of this contest will doubtless 
have a great effect upon the political com- 
plexion of the state in the future. 

Small Hopes in Ohio. 

I see that Julfus Chambers and some of 
the other correspondents who have been 
out in Ohio for the past few days, are 
sending back east stories which bear a 
good deal of democratic hope. They seem to 
think there is a good chance of defeating 
Hanna and of carrying through the entire 
democratic ticket, electing’ governor as 
well as the legislature. However greatly 
such consummation to the contest out there 
may be wished, it is not at all safe for 
any of you to bet against the return of 
Hanna. 

At that, there ts a chance for his defeat. 
The campaign in Ohio has been a red-hot 
one. Bryan's presence in the state aroused 
great enthusiasm among the people and 
there is no denying that many republicans 
have shown a tendency to exercise their 


wrists in turning the knives they have al- 
ready inserted into the back of the repub- 


licanmn boss. The fight has been a bitter one 
and the republicans are by no means as 
sanguine as they were about carrying the 
state last fall when they got a plurality of 
over 50,000; but they can lose a lot of votes 
and still save the carcass of Marcus. 

Ohio is a republican state. It is true that 
it has had a little way of going against 
fhe nafional administration the year after 
a presidential election—has, indeed, done 
that every such year since the war except 
on the heels of the election of Garfield; 
but that doesn’t by any means insure that 
it will do that this year. The democrats 
realize the size of the task that confronts 
them. They have put up a gallaet fight 
and deserve to win. They have a chance 
to win, but only a chance. 

Governorship Race Overshadowed. 

Two very estimable gentlemen are run- 
ning for governor out there, but they have 
often been almost entirely lost sight of, so 
thoroughly does the senatorial race over- 
shadow everything else. 

It is natural that this should be the case 
with us outside of the Buckeye state, for 
little do we know or care about either 
Governor Bushnell, who is fighting for re- 
election, or Mr. Chapman, his opponent; 
but it is even so inside the state, and this 
means that the candidates for governor are 
to be sacrifit@d in a wholesale manner in 
the interests of the candidates for the sen- 
ate. This is practically the case with re- 
gard to Bushnell. Hanna not only has a 
large amount of determination to look out 
for himself. but he has it in for 
Bushnell for personal reasons. 
would-be governors are compelled 
to sh ft for themselves, it is but natural to 
expect therefore that they and their imme- 
date friends will do some knifing them- 
selves. There is much talk of this sort 
of thing in republican ranks but it is a 
pretty safe bet that there will not be 
enough of it to swing things one way or 
the other. If the democrats elect their 
governor, they will capture the legislature; 
and if Hanna is able to buy the legislature, 
the same votes will carry through Gover- 
nor Bushnell. Some men who have been 
prominent in Ohio politics in the past are 
open in their opposition to Hanna, but 
these are men whose political careers are 
all inthe past. The men with an eye to 
the future are working for Hanna without 
regard to how bitterly they have condemn- 
ed the Hanna faction in the past. They 
have to work for the b’g boss or the fu- 
ture will have nothing in store for them 

Cincinnati Holds the Key. 

The situation in Cincinnati holds out 
more democratic hope than any other cne 
element that I can find in a study of con- 
ditions in the state. The democrats nave 
a fighting chance to carry that county, 
because there is a thoroughly well devel- 
oped reform protest against the republican 
boss, George Cox, and his ticket. 

Cox is a pract’cal corruptionist of the 
type that gets to the front in big cities.

To show the fallacy of the claim that the 
University of Georgia is not the school of 
the farmer, a passing glance will suffice. 
The university is a state institution de- 
pending for its patronage upon the state. 
Bven today, in the largest development of 
city population, not more than 250,000 of 
our 2,000,000 inhabitants live in the five 
larger cities—Savannah, Augusta, Atlanta, 
Macon and Columbus. The other cities are 
eo close in touch with the country that they 
may be justly credited to it, though allow- 
ing to them another 250,000 would only 
make a total of 500,000, or one-fourth of

A Condition Which Made It Necessary. 

Billions of tons of scaitered 
through the. rocks of the eastern 
of the Allegheny mountains. Edison him- 
solf made this remarkable discovery years 
agu and geologists ever since have amusel 
themselves with proving how perfecily in- 
exhaustible is the supply. But the ore is 
scattered about in such fine particles that 
it could not be mined with tne ordinarv 
methods and hence has been iooked upon 
as one of the few great wastcs of nature. 
This state of affairs was very aggrevating 
in view of the peculiar conditions hieh 
prevailed in the iron trade of the extreme 
east. For some years past the bulk of the 
bessemer steel trade has been driliing wese- 
ward by reason of the discovery and open- 
ing up of immense deposits ot high-grade 
ore in the upper peninsula of M.ch gan, 
suitable for making bessemer steel, cheapiy 
produced, and carried at small cost by 
water transportation to furnaces conuguous 
to the lake ports. The furnaces east of 
the Alleghanies were compelled to depend 
on a few small, isolated deposits of besse- 
mer ore in the east and ores imported 
from foreign countries. The ore deposits 
of the southern states, as well as the non- 
magnetic ores of New Jersey and New 
York, are unsuitable for making bessemer 
steel. 

For a time the cost of the ore at the 
eastern furnices was not greatly different 
from the cost in the Pittsburg district; 
but in the last few years the cost of for- 
eign ores, which are approaching exhaus- 
tien, has reached the prohibitory point. 
Then the discovery of the great depvsits 
in the Masaba range of Minnesota in the 
last three years, and the tremendous cheap- 
ening in the cost of mining and transporta- 
tion of these deposits, have apparently 
raised insurmountable obStuc!tes in the way 
of the eastern iron mills meeting the com- 
petition of the great mills of the central 
west, even in the eastern markets, and 
many mills have ceased to operate. The 
condition is not a trivial one, for many 
thousands of persons depend vepen these 
mills and furnaces for a living. 

Edison Discovered a Bed of Iron Ure. 

Edison’s interest in the matter dated from 
a romantic episode which occurred sixteen 
years ago. He was walking along the sea- 
shore on Long Island one day when he 
noticed a strange pile of black sand piled

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underlaid with tmmense deposits of iron. 
Determining to tind out if this was so, he 
set a corps of men at work inaking a mag- 
netic survey of the rocks of New Jersev. 
As a result of this survey it was found 
that iren cre in a finely divided state exiSt- 
ed in nearly all of the older rocks of New 
Jersev. He then planned a magnetic sur- 
vey of the whole east and it remains prob- 
ably the most comprehensive undertaking 
its kind ever accomplished, 

his magnetic needle, or as he calls 

“magnetic eye,’ he tested every 
large body of gneiss rock extending along 
the eastern coast of the United States, 
from lower Canada to the great Smoky 
mountains of North Carolina. He found 
immense deposits of iron. or instanee, 
in the three thousand immediately 
surrounding the village of KEidison, there are 
over two hundred million tons of” low- 
grade ore. In the entire distric: there 
tnousand acres is which the 
posit is proportionately as large. The 
world’s arnual output of iron ore does not, 
at the present time, reach sixty miiion 
tons, so that in the paltry two miles sur- 
rounding the village «of Edison there is 
rocks to keep the 
whole world supplied for one year or the 
United States for three years, even with 
the natural increase in demand. Sixteen 
thousand acres, or tWenty-five square miles 
of land, contain enough iron ore to keep 
the whole world supplied for seventeen 
years, allowing of course for all natural 
increase of demand, due to the needs of 
a growing population. These acrea would 
more than supply the United States with 
fron, including necessary exports, for the 
next seventy years, and they contain mora 
than has been mixed heretofore in this 
country since its discovery. 

This was 2 remarkable condition--amelt- 
ing works shutting dewn for want of iron 
ore at low prices when billions of tons of 
it lay idle in a strip of land which in 
most cases was within seventy-five miles 
of the great fron mills of the Atlantic 
coast. Here was an opportunity of which 
the inventor immediately took advantage. 
He set to work to plan out a great indus- 
try. It has taken him eight vears to do it, 
but the result has justified all the trouble 
and money which he has expended upon it. 
Engineers uscd to large enterprises of the 
kind, have smiled fmeredvlously. Some of 
them have spcken of it as Edison’s hobby 
and others as his folly. Some have shuwn 
him on paper that no machine could be 
constructed powerful enough to crush five, 
€*x and seven-ton rocks, or if such a ma- 
chine were constructed it would never 
stand the jar and strain exerted upon it. 
This particular difficulty, it may be said in 
passing, Mr. Eviscn surmounted so com- 
pletely that less than 100 horse power is 
Tequired to reduce rocks weithing six

n “Edison"’ as the glant rolls, is not the 
direct result of the energy of the steam 
engine. The rock is readily crushed by 
momentum. For instance, the engine which 
perates the 100 ton rolls is of less than 100 
orse power. It has just power enough 
9 cause the big rolls to revqlve at terrific 
speed, but more than this it cannot‘ do, 
If any obstruction--a rock for instance-- 
should come between the rolls, a patent 
clutch by which the engine ts connected 
to the rolls at once causes the engine to 
let go its ho'd. The momentum of the roils, 
however, carries them aroufid, and the rock 
is crushed by this stored-up energy. The 
Same energy, if appiied directly from the 
engine, would necessarily have to be much 
greater than it is, and at the same time 
the shock of the obstruction coming be- 


tween the roils would jar the engine to 
pleces in a short time. In fact, it may be 
said that the work of ore separation wou!d 
not be a commercial success were it not 
for the utilization of three natural forces, 
momentum, magnetism and gravity; mo- 
mentum to crush the rocks, gravity to 
take the place of expensive machinery in 
separating the ore, and magnet'sm to draw 
the fine particles of ore from the sand. 
A Mile of Magnet Faces. 

One of the features of “Edison,” the 
place, is the great number of endless chain 
elevators which connect the build’ngs with 
one another.

Like the latter, however, they pawed 
threugh oc multitude of changes before their 
final form was agreed upon. As is usually 
the case with invent’ons of the kind, this 
final form is probabiy the simplest that 
could be devised, and in view of the cum- 
brous mach.nes, which were constructed 
and discarded in the course of the evolu- 
tion, one wonders that this form was not 
thought of at once. 

‘he ore drops into a small orifice in the 
cylinder. The cylinder then turns so that 
the hole comes forward and exerts thous- 
ands of pounds pressure on the ore, the 
cylinder then turns downward and the 
newly made briquette’ drops out from the 
hole and falls into another endless conveyor 
and is carried forward into a targe oven 
to be baked. There are ihirty bricking 
machines and fifteen ovens in the plant and 
a continual stream of briquettes are eircu- 
lated through the hot air chambers of 
these ovens. The conveyors. travel five 
times around the interior of the oven be- 
fore the briquettes reappear. When they 
come out they have undergone a change 
which makes them a commercial product. 
For instance, they will tow absorb gases 
in the furnace which they are required to 
do, but they will not absorb water. This 
condition is necessary so that they may be 
shipped to the furnaces in open cars. If 
a stream of water were allowed.to flow on 
a brick the water woud simply run off; 
on the other hand, if alcohol were dropped 
on it it would instantly be absorbed by the 
brick. This was the point for which Mr. 
Edison was striving when he made his 
sixty-six hundred experiments.

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HOW ORE IS EXTRACTED FROM THE MOUNTAINSIDE IN EDISON’S MINE 


I know whereof I speak, for I have been 
with him night and day for several years, 
that 99 per cent of the credit of all the 
invention and new work of this establish- 
ment is due personally to Mr. Edison, I 
have heard it stated that Mr. Edison is an 
organizer who uses the brains of other 
men. Nothing could be further from the 
truth than this. If this place was preserv- 
ed as 2 monument for him, h's memory 
would be placed upon no false pedestal. I 
have seen him by night and by day, in all 
weathers, and under all conditions, and I 
have found him always the same, the per- 
sonification of concentration of purpose, 
anda with a long-distance judgment at his 
beck and call which, however strained it 
may seem at the time, we have all learned 
to respect as being sure to prove right in 
the end. And what has been said of his 
personal magnetism has not been overstat- 
ed. I doubt if there is another man living 
for whom his men would do as much. I 
suppose it is the power of example. We 
have here many men who have left well- 
Izept homes to come up into t’ee backwoods 
and toil fay and night mainly out of loy- 
alty to Mr. Edison.

Theat this is the spirit which pervades 
the community can be easily seen by any 
one who visits the place.

As he moves among them all, none 
of them can have a true conception of the 
eceat things He is constantly planning, but 
they all know it is for their good and for 
the good of the world at large. No man 
has done more than Edison to benefit nis 
generation. He essentially is the man of 
his time. Other men may do great things 
in the t'me to come, but whatever these 
things may be, they can never create more 
radical changes in the conduct of human 
life than have Edison’s inventions. His old 
duster und his older straw hat can be seen 
flitting hither and thither about the works,

‘he little ants were really grains of iron 
Ore and, strange as it may seem, Edison 
had discovered a bed of finely-divided iron 
ore cast up by the sea. This sand covered 
the shore in spots for fifteen miles along 
the coast. It was due to the erosion of 
Connecticut rocks by water, for magnetite 
is one of the constitutents of the primal 
rocks found in Connecticut. Edison calcu- 
lated that the deposits must contain mil- 
lions of tons of iron which, if it could be 
smelted, would become a valuable product. 
On the basis of his find he evolved his fa- 
mous magnetic ore separating machine, 
which he exhibited at the last Peris ex- 
position. Then he let out the privilege of 
using it to a contractor who set up a 
plant on the beach and proceeded to sepa- 
rate the iron ere from the sand with every 
prospect of “eveloping an extensive in- 
dustry. But the sea proved to be less 
generous than it had at first promised to 
be, for one dark night there came a storm 
such as had not visited the place for many 
years and when the contractor came to 
visit his plant the Trcext morning not a ves- 
tige of the black sand remained. It had al} 
been swept into the sea from whence ii 
came. ; ¢ 

When the above mentioned curious con- 
dition of affairs in the tron trade was 
brought to Mr. Edison's attention eight 
years ago he thought of the ill-fated Long 
island enterprise and of his discarded mag- 
netic separator and wondered if it might 
not in the end present a true solution of 
the difficulty. In order to assure himself 
of the exact condition of the iron mines in 
the east, he made a tour of the mines in 
New Jersey for the purpose of seeing how 
much ore there was left in them and how 
long it would last. It was on this memor- 
able trip that he made the discovery that 
most of the rocks of New Jersey were 
widerlaid with immense deposits of iron. 
He invented a magnetic needle which 
wou'd ‘“‘dip’’ toward the carth whenever it 
was brought over a large deposit of iron 
ere. 


How He Discovered His Mine. 
He was @riving along in a buggy one 
day between two mines. The needle was 
on his lap and his mind was drifting away 
from the subject in hand, when suddenly 
he noticed the point of the needle dip 
violently toward the earth and remain 
pointing downward. He wondered how this 
could be, for, as far as he knew, 
there Was no iron ore anywhere 
near him. He tested the needie and 
found it all right. He was 
driving over gneiss rock at the time, and 
he noticed that whenever he was above 
this rceck the needle continued to point 
toward the earth. His amazement became 
| great, for if the needle did not err, it sim- 
ply meant that the ground under him was

straight on, the iron ore is attracted to 
one side and falls in a heap of its own.

It is, after all, no small matter to crush 
the very vitals out of a mountain and then

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Sketch of the Principle of His Magnetic

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of tons of sand. Perhaps the best way to 
thoroughly realize the enormity of the 
plant is to visit it. 

The vulage of Edison stands on the 
simmit of Mount Musconetcong, m north- 
ern New Je:sey. The spot is tweive wua- 
dred feet above the level of the sea, and 
is the center of a dense wilderness. One’s 
first view of the place is apt to be tem- 
pered by G'sagreeable white dnst which 
flies through the air and overlies every- 
thing. The activity roundabout is in strong 
coniras: to the placid country district 
through which one must travel in onler 
to reach tne place. On all sides the roar 
and whistis of machinery, the whirr of 
conveyors and the general noise and bus- 
tle proclaim this to be some quite extra- 
o.dinary enterpr'se. The workmen 190k like 
millers, so coated do their clothes become 
with the flying white particles, and every- 
one wears a patent muzzle in order to cir- 


away at the rocks half a mile distant, 
Further over, on a half-cieare’d section 
of land, a great stream of water rushes 
through a hose with mighty force from a 
hydraulic pump and washes the debris free 
from the rocks. Steam drills rattle and 
the boom of aynarnite resounds when the 
rock is riven into boulders and laid on 
five-ton sk’ps or trays to be transmitted 
to the crushing pliant. The steam shovel 
does the work of load'ng, and as it has 
a capacity for lifting ten tons of free rock 
a minute, the local activity is tremendous. 
“lat cars carrying two skips each move 
along at a lively speed, A long line of them 
is constantly leading up to the crushing 
plant. where big electric cranes rid them 
of their lead and a l ttle switching engine 
pushes them around a loop and allows 
them to run down an inckine into the cut 
again. , 


Making a Yosemite of His Own. 


Edison ts found watching the steam 
shovel. “‘We are making a Yosemite of 
our own here. We will soon have one of 
the biggest artificial canons in the world.” 
This remark is occasioned by the fact that 
the steam shovel is working three-quarters 
of a mile from the works proper. It is 
somewhat down the hillside, but it is eat- 
ings its way on a level straight into the 
hill. 

“Tt will take us a year to reach the mills, 
but when we do get that far in we will 


have a trench with walls one hundred feet 
deep. 


I suppose we will take out over six 
hundred thousand tons of rock before we 
get there. Then when the trench is com- 
pleted, we can blast off the walis with 
dynamite, taking off thirty-two thousand 
tons at a time.’’ 

As intimated above, the ore-bearing rock 
is blasted into boulders and then laid on 
flat cars with a steam shovel. It is then 
conveyed to the crushing plant. The cars 
are run in under each end of the crushing 
mill. The trains containing the rock are 
lifted by the cranes to the second story 
of the mill, where the rock is dumped 
into a large square pit. Ten feet below 
the edge of the pit revolve immense iron 
rollers weighing one’ hundred tons. The 
surface of these rollers are studd«d with 
teeth, and the space between them is less 
than a foot wide. 
rock dropped into the pit passes between 
the rolis in less than three se¢gonds. 
down beneath these rolls is another set 
of smaller size, but nearer together. From 
the heavy rolls above the rock falls into 
this lower set and is crushed still smaller. 
It has now been reduced to p'eces the 
size of a man’s fist and from the lower 
set of rolls drops into an elevator or end- 
less conveyor which carries the pieces up 
to the top of another part of,the building 
and dumps them into a shaft leading down 
to three more sets of rolls set directly be-

dumps it onto a huge sand pile. 

The falling sand presents a very beautiful 
sight. A stream of it, shimmering and 
Shining In the sunlight, descends and mixes 
with the great cone already piled up be- 
neath. Nothing could be more beautiful 
than this gorgeous cataract of powdered 
rock fall'ng like a veil, and noiselessly add- 
ing to the great mass below. Nor is it a 
useless accumulation. It is sold for var'i- 
ous purposes to bullders and manufacturers 
who seek it more eagerly than they do the 
sand of the seashore or of the bank. Bea- 
shore or bank sand has, in {Me course of 
centuries, lost its edges, because the parti- 
cles have constantly rubbed against one 
another. Broken rock sand, however, is 
very sharp, and for cement and Nmework 
is very desirable. ; 

Sixty-Six Hundred Experiments. 

lhe pure ore is@llowed to drop dowrward 
and pass through a room where blowers rid 
it of any dust which may have accom- 
panied it on fts travel. After leaving the 
blower room it is really a stream of pure, 
finely divided iron ore, which drops into 
conveyors and is carried to a storehouse 
which holds 5,000 tons. Here it may rest 
temporarily or it may pass on by means 
of other conveyors to the mixing house. 
It cannot be smelted in the form of iron 
dust. The force of the blast would blow it 
from the furnaces. It must be made into 
briquettes, and in order to do this it must 
be mixed with some adhesive substance 
which will prevent it from disintegrating 
when brought under the action of the fur-

the time the ore is blasted w:th its native 
rock out of the mountain side until it is 
loaded in the form of commercially pure 
iron briquettes on the cars it is not touch- 
ed by human hands. The never ending 
and never resting stream of material con- 
Stantly circulates through the various 
buildings, crushed by the stored momentum 
of gigantic ros, hoisted skyward by steam, 
pulled earthward by eravity, deflected by 
magnetism, dried, sifted, weighed, gauged 
conveyed, changed from rock into dust and 
from dust into comprehensive lumps, mix- 
ed with a due proportion of adhesive ma- 
terial, churned, baked, counted and sent 
flying to the furnaces by fast freight and 
not once in its course is it arrested or 
jogged onward by human agency.

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The action of King Menelik in sending 
an ambassador to Russia, bearing gifts of 
fruit and gold and messages of love and 
esteem, has set the French and Turkish 
powers at rest regarding the future move- 
ments of that monarch. But it has made 
Germany feel uncertain. 

The Germans are always first in war and 
last in peace. Their record, a glorious one, 
is that of cleverness in warfare and un- 
dying enmity. They are fine friends and 
firm foes. In no country has warfare 
reached quite the high stage of develop- 
ment which it has attained in Germany. 
The most powerful battleships and the 
greatest guns ever built have gone into the 
kaiser’s realm. 

Not content with all these, Germany has 
now called in her medical force to assist 
her in the devices of war. Germany, the 
home of medicine, has become the origina- 
tor of a war weapon, which, working as it 
does, upon the human system, will prove 
the most formidable ever projected upon a 
field of battle. 

If this new weapon proves as successful 
as the German chemist who invented it 
Says it will, it may convert warfare into 
peace. To be more plain, it may do away 
» With all wars and unite nations by methods 
“-that are wholly pacific. 

“This weapon is a bomb whieh can be 
fired from any large projectile. The bomb 


a 


of thin material, only strong enough 
hold the light fluid contained in it. On 

‘ing fired from the gun it files into the 
air until it reaches a considerable height, 
where it explodes and sends its contents 
down upon the enemy. 

Inside the bomb there is a strong anes- 
thetic mixture which acts upon the senses 
like chloroform. It puts the enemy to sleep 
and the soldiers over whom the spray falis 
drop to the ground as though under the 
influence of a hypnotic spell. The strong- 
est can only stagger a moment under the 
influence of its odor. 

The anesthetic does not Kill, it simply 
Stupefies. The soldier falls to the ground 
and lies there unconscious for a period va- 
rying from five to fifteen minutes. Then 
he rises feebly and staggers around death- 
ly sick, but alive and awake. The strong- 
est man cannot recover his equilibrium un- 
der an hour after Dartaking of the gas, 
and the average soldier weakened by hun- 
ger and exposure, would be a wreck for a 
day; his nerve gone, and his power lost. 

The bomb mixture is a secret, but it is 
probable that it contains either chloro- 
form or ether, and possibly both. It may 
also have a dash of cocaine. These are 
compressed to the greatest extent, and the 
bombs are filled with them. The largest 
size bombs are used, and they are fired as 
close to the enemy as possible. “They ex- 
plode an instant after firing, and the air is 
filed with a heavy anesthetic vapor. 


The possibilities of this mode of warfare 


are too bewildering to contemplate. If the 
German army were able to put the army of 


England to sleep, it could walk over the | 


prostrated bodies of the unfortunate sol- 
diers and capture city after city and 
stronghold after stronghold. They coulda 
project bombs into England's warships, 
and, while captain and crew were lying 
senseless, could board them and place the 
English sailors in chains. It would offer 
infinite posibilities for the capturing otf 
prisoners, and would enable the army to

This appreciation was largely brought about by the 
action of John Murray, of Edinburgh, who told the trustees of the British mus- 
eum that he would defray the expenses of sending out a naturalist for the pur- 
pose of collecting everything indigenous to this one island. He agreed to pre- 
sent the specimens collected to the museum, provided the trustees thereof would 
permit one of the officers to go out on this migsion, 


Mr. Murray suggested that the exploration should be undertaken without de- 
lay in order to obtain an accurate aceount of the zoology and botany of the 


island before the land was more permaneiitly occupied by man, and the native . 


fauna and flora displaced by introduced forms of life. Needless to say the frua- 


tees gladly availed themselves of this chance of enriching national collections 


with many specimens of species new to science, and they have, with the full ‘con« 


currence of Sir William Flower, accordingly dispatched Mr. C. W. Andrews, of © 


the department of geology in the Natural History museum. with instructions to 
‘make an exhaustive survey and exploration of this interesting island. The area 
is about 100 square miles, the highest point being about 1,200 feet, so that a con- 
siderable variety of temperature and other conditions occur.

NO FULLNESS AT HIPS 


New York, October 30.—Stripes are to be 
the feature of the new fashionable skirt. 
This does not mean that they are to be in 


peonvict fashion, elther around about or per- 


pendicular, but that they will be utilized to 
bring about all sorts of charming effects. 
Indeed, the costumes so far constructed orn 
this idea have given some of the most 
fetching designs conceived. 

The style most favored consists in mak- 
ing the skirt with a bias seam down the 
center of the front, the stripes forming 
V’s. In order to secure a contrast, the 
stripes at the back run very nearly straight 
around, This requires no special design, 
the method of cutting the material in order 
to form V-shaped appearance practically 
bringing about that effect with the stripes 
in the rear. Like the blouse fad, this is 
intended largely for slight women, for if 
anything tends to the effect of stoutnesg it 
is a striped gown, unless, indeed, the stripes 
are narrow and run straight up and down, 
and these are by no means the fashionable 
fancy in the way of striped effects. 

Another notable feature of the season is 
the general return to what is known as the 
eel-skin skirt. Therefore, all skirts to be 
fashionable nowadays should be cut as to 
be very tights on the hips, and narrower all 
the way down than heretofore, only afiring 
a trifle at the bottom.

When finally the papers are read aloud 
they are found, as a rule, to be most 
entertaining. 


The Royal. 

Another game which grownups, as well 
as children, are playing in England, is 
called the royal game. It is played with a 
pack of cards, fifty-two in all. Each card 
bears an excellent likeness of some member 
of the royal family—the queen. Prince Al- 
bert, prince of Wales, duke and duchess of 
York and the Edinburgh and Hesse fami- 
lies. The game is a reminder of our old 
friend, authors. 

A player, as soon as he has his family 
made up, places the cards as a trick on 
the table, and the player who gets the 
most tricks wins the game. It is considered 
an instructive game, and useful in im- 
pressing on youthful minds the relationship 
of the royal family. 

St. Andrews. 

Anofher game played with cards, especial- 
ly designed, is called St. Andrews, It is 
adapted from golf. Both this and the royal 
game may be purchased here. For St. An- 
drews the cards bear spirited sketches of 
various events in the game of golf—the tee 
off, through the green, the approach, the 
hole-out and so on. The fifty-two cards are 
arranged in four sets, and two, three or 
four may play. Besides these there is a 
set of penalty cards, each of which counts 
as an extra stroke. The score is kept 
in the same manner as In the game of golf. 

As to games with ordinary playing cards, 
there are any number from which to 


choose, :

Some Ancient Dolls.

The mummies of little Egypt!on princesses 
dead now 3,000 or 4,000 years, have been 
unwound, and in their spicy folds lUttle 
dolls have been discovered. 

After more than twenty centuries the 
ruins of Babylon and Nineveh have been 
unearthed and most frequent among the 
treasures brought to light have been small 
terra cotta figures and many beautiful 
carvings in ivory, which most likely were 
the fascinating dollies of Little Assyrian 
ladies, The puppets with which Greek and 
Roman children amused themselves in or- 
dinary had their being in clay. Their arms 
and legs were jointed and attached by 
threads and were to dangle about on the 
doll being shaken up and down or on a 
thong or string being puiled from below. 
Dolls of ivory and wax were not unknow1, 
but these, no doubt, were the playthings of 
the richer classes. Before marrying these 
maidens of classic times would make a 


sacrifice of their dolls to Venus or Diana; 
but if they died as children the dolls were 
buried with them and most of those that 
wen OW possess have been discévered in 
tombs. 

The origin of the name ‘“‘doll”” has baffled 
some of the wisest and most learned, the 
majority of whom have at last come to 
the conclusion that it comes from “Dolly,” 
the diminutive of “Dorothy,” a favorite 
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mame for girls in England 200 years ago. 
The word “doll” is not found in common 
use in our language until the middle of the 
eighteenth century and as far as one can 
discover first appears in the Gentleman’s 
Magazine for September, 1751, and the fol- 
lowing quotation: ‘Several dolls with dif- 
ferent dresses, made in St. James’ street, 
have been sent to the czarina to show the 
manner of dressing at present in fashion 
among English ladies.’’ Prior to this the 
word used to describe the favorite play- 
thing of all girls in all countries and in 
all ages, was “baby,” which is to be found 
together with “poppet” or “puppet” in 
this sense {n the works of most of the 
great earlier writers. 

The earliest English “bables’ were of rags 
or wood. The latter were stiff, unjointed 
things in which the arms were only roughly 
indicated, and the legs, in most cases, not 
at all. The way we arrived at the wax, 
china and more expensive sorts generally 
is curious, In the middle of the seven- 
teenth century there were no ladies’ fash- 
ion papers as now. Consequently in order 
to show what was most being worn on the 
continent dolls were accurately dressed up 
and sent round to the various European 
countries, and from the models orders 
were taken for costumes by the foreign 
milliners. The dolls themselves, rather than 
their dresses, attracted people, to that large 
numbers of the little figures were imported 
from abroad, and from the majority and 
the best of Them coming from the Nether- 
lands were called “Flanders babies.’ A 
“Bartholomew baby” was a special kind 
sold at the old fair of that name and was 
celebrated for the quantity of ribbons and 
mock jewelry with which it was decked 
out. The first mention of a mechanical doll 
in this country is to be found in a very 
amusing letter to the old periodical. The 
Spectator, under date of the 12th of Janu- 
ary, 1791. 
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«The Luck of Edenhali.”’ 


To those who have read Longfellow’s 
fine ballad of “The Luck of Edenhall,” 
or the poem of Schiller, from which the 
American took his theme, it will come 
as a surprise to be told that the famous 
“‘Luck,’’ the “glass of crystal tale,’’ is still 
in existence and was not shattered after 
all by its rash young owner. In point of 
fact there has just been happily concluded 
in England a ceremony intimately connect- 
ed with the ‘“‘Luck’’ and its fortunes. 

The story goes that the “Luck” is @ 
magic cup, given to an early Musgrave 
by St. Cuthbert. On one occasion the then 
knight of Edenhall, being returned from 
the chase and feeling athirst, sent a re- 
tainer to fill the goblet at. St. Cuthbert’s 
well. The man was attacked on the mar- 
gin of the well by a great host of evil 
spirits, who endeavored to wrest from 
his hands the gift of their enemy, St. Cuth- 
bert. But Musgrave’s retainer was stanch 
of heart as well as stout of frame. He re- 
sisted bravely and in the end drove off his 
assailants. Thereupon St. Cuthbert ap- 
peared to him in the guise of a palmer from 
the holy land, and, complimenting him 
highly on his prowess against the evil spir- 
its, promised that so long as the fragile 
drinking vessel remained unbroken, the 
house of Musgrave should enjoy good luck 
and reasonable prosperity. 

Now the grandmother of Sir R. G. Mus- 
grave of Edenhall had taken a great fancy 
to the “‘Luck,’”’ and in some manner it was 
conveyed from its resting place in the 
old hall to this lad¥’s dower house. Here 
it remained in exile for many years, until 
Sir G. R. Musgrave resolved to have it 
brought back. To lend dignity and interest 
to the home-coming he sent out invitations 
to the Musgraves far and near. The rep- 
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THE FAMOUS CRYSTAL RELIC. 
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resentatives of nearly all the chief branch- 
es of the family of Musgrave were present. 
They numbered more than a score, and 
came from America, Australia, New Zea- 
land and south Africa, as well as from dif- 
ferent parts of Great Britain and Ireland. 
The ‘‘Luck’’ was borne tenderly from the 
late Lady Musgrave’s dower house to Eden- 
hall, in the huge family coach of state, its 
guardians being the head of the family 
himself and his cousin, Sir Richard § J. 
Musgtave, Bart., of the Irish branch. A 
feast took place in its honor at Edenhall, 
and a ball later in the evening closed the 
festivities. The “Luck’’ now reposes, with 
its leather case, in the plateroom at the 
seat of the Musgraves. 

Schiller and Longfellow poth drew on 
their imaginations for the subject mat- 
ter of their ballads of the ‘‘Luck of Eden- 
hall.’ The ancient goblet was never in 
much danger of being broken, for the 
Musgraves (except during the early part 
of the last century, when they sided with 
the Pretender) have always been quiet, 
sensible country gentlemen, without any of 
the wildness of character evinced by Long- 
fellow’s hero. The descriptions of the cap- 
ture and destruction of Edenhall and the 
shattering of the gobl>t are quite imag nary; 
as any one who will take the trouble to 
make the journey from “Merrie Carlisle” to 
the shrine of the “‘Luck”’ can see for him- 
self. The return of the treasured cup has 
reawakened interest In its legendary his- 
tory throughout England, and in December 
a deputation from the Royal Antiquarian 


Society will visit Edenhall and formaily 
inspect ita “Luck.”

Great contraction incident to cooling has 
always made the production of sound alum- 
inium castings well-night impossible.

So to secure ingots fit 
for rolling rape oil is now used in treating 
the molten metal as soon as it as run into 
crucibles and while the process of contrae- 
tion continues, with the result of a metal 
that is fairly ductive and malleable.
